So traustle, wydonius, ts acourſe of life verieplea® 
ſant, and pet very peri'lons, wherein thou maief practice 
vertue if thou take heed, oz purchaſe diſcredit it chou beſt 
carelefle: where thou maieſt reape renowne it thou beſt 
vertuous, and gaint rep20ach if thaw be vicious: whereont 
do ſpꝛing wiſedome and foily,fredome and bondage, trea- 
lute and traſh,fame and diſcredit, honour and ſhame, acco2- 

ding to the diſpoſition of bim which either vſethit to his 
pꝛoſit, 02 abuleih it ta bus diſcemmoditie. Sith then thou

Bc a friend io all, and a ſoe to none, ant yet truſt 
not without tryall, no2 commit anie ſecret to a friendly 
ffranger, leaſt in to much ttuſt lie treaſon, xthon be fo: ced 
by repentance tac rie Peccaui. The ſweteſt Paſke is ſo, 
wer to be taſted, the fineſt Pilles moſtbitter to be chew⸗ 
ed, end the ſlattering friend moſt tickle being trytd: then 
vt ware leaſi faire wozdes makes fooles fayne, and gloʒing 
ſpe ches cauſe Had J wiſt to tome to late. Lend not,Gwy- 
donius, a liuning eat to the alarums of Love, no: pield not 
thy krerdome to the aſſault of luſt, be not dazeled with che 
beames of lading beautie, noꝛ daunted with the deſire of e⸗ 
eucrp delicate daniſell: fo in time (ach bliſſe will pꝛoue but 
bane, and ſuch den ghtſull ioy, but deſpightfull annoie.

When as the bloudie warre be⸗ 
twerne Aris the king of Libia, and Lycabas the Pzince of

ſadaut into Libiz, was ſo ſtroken in loue wich Alceſt, one- 
lie Daughter to his fathers foe, and ſhee repaycd his li⸗ 
king with ſuch lotaltie as death it ſe lle could neuer diſſolue 
their amitte . 3f Padame, theſe pzemiles may petſwade 
you to take pittie of my paſſions, 02 theſe examples induce 
pou not to let the hatred of our parentes,b& a hinderance

Sir (quoth ſher J confeſſe, Progne pe wench loued 
Tereus, but how wꝛetchedly did her reward her lopaltic- 
and Scilla was enamoured ol Minos her Fathers foe, but 
howe tyzannouſly didheerepap her lone with trecherie z 
T arpeia betraicd þ Tower of Rome to one of the Sabines 
whom ſhe molt entirelp loned, but the meve of her merite 
was ertreame miſcrie .

]# the law of armes ( quothj he) did not bothſafely yꝛotea 
ther, and ſurelp fozbid me to hurt ther in that thou art a 
meſſenger, J would with ſuch ſeneritte chaſtice theſe thy 
pꝛelumptuous ſpa@ches, as thou ſhonldeſtlearne hertaſtet 
to anſwere with moze reuerence: pet J wiſhth& not to 
gandto ſtiſte vpon this point, leaſt if thou bee ſo reckleſſe 
as to bꝛeake the bondesofreaſon , Jbeſo fozgetfull as to 
paſſe the limits of the law, Then ball receined a determi⸗ 
nate anſwer foz the Embaſſe, and hecre I charge the this 
pꝛeſent day to depart out of mp dominions. 

Therſandro fearing the tpzannie of this craell Clero- 
phonres,p:eſently paſſed ont of the chamber of Pzeſence, 
taking his leaue of Ladie Lewcippa, onelp with loning 
lokes, which ſhe requited with ſach glaunces of god will, 
chat they were ſufficient fignes what inſuppoztable ſoz- 
row ſhe receiued by his ſo ſodaine departure: pet knowing 
that her fancie was incountered with mutuall affection, 
che diane away the myffie cloudes of delpaire doping that 

the Gods ſ&ing their faithfull amitie,would take pittie of 
their paſſions,and in time redzeſſe their miſerie. 
But Therſandio hauing with ſpede diſpatcht his at- 
faires ( all his traine being ſet aboꝛd, and they coaſting the 
ſcraights with a luckte gale) was ſo combered with care, 
and ſo oger-growne with griefe, that be — — 
mmute, noꝛ moment, without wofoll wailing , ſozro

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; nions, ſuppoſing that hee was thus painfully perplered fog 
; feare of Clerophontes putſance, began both tocomfozt and 
incourage him, not to doubt 02 dzeade the fozce of the ene.

daunger to himſelle oz anie great damage to his ſubteces, 
But the ſe their conlde no whit p;enaile to af- 
ſwage dis paſſions, this their inco:agement could net cure

But as there is no greater bane to the bodſe , than trou⸗ 
ble of the minde : ſo I herſand ro (olong continued in the le 
| penſive paſſions and carefull cogitations , concealing his 
gricfc ſo coucrtly, which ſo much the moze furiouſly flamed 
wii ti n. chat be was conflrainedts keep bis Cabbin till 
his atriual at Alexandria, There being ſet on ſhoze, and 
pꝛeſently conueled to the Court, he remained fo; the ſpace 
of tha& de yes ſo flrangely perplexed, as he was not able to 
make te pot of his meſſage: thich ſo gripedOrlanio with 
ſuch inſpeakeable griefe, as be withed rather to have died 
baltantly with the fozce of his enemp, than to put the deach 
of his ſonne in hazard bp palling ſo perillous a ioꝛney. But 
Therſandro ſ&ing that ſozrowe would not ſalue his ſoze , 
but rather increaſe his can ie: that mourning woulde 
not appeaſe his maladie, but rather augment his miſery : 
began to take heart at grafſe, and within fewe dates began 
toreconer his fozmer health. And then hee declared to his 
fathcr what he had in charge from Clerophontes, how hee 
meant ſpedily to wage war again@ him x by fozce of arms 
to dzine him ont of his Dukedom,tthich he had already pꝛo⸗ 
milc d to one Luciarus in dow2y with his daughter 
Orlanio hearing this pꝛoude pꝛeſumption of chis bꝛag · 
ging Dake, thought þ greateſt barkers were not alwates 
the ſozeſt biters, and that it was far mozeeaſic with woꝛdes 
to obtaine the vico2ie , than with derds to attame the con- 
gueſt, Pet, leaſt he might be taken at vaawares, he made 
a generail mater thzoughout all his Domintons, pꝛo- 
uiding in eaerie place neceſſary munition fo rr 
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of his Conntrie. And aſſembling his Nobility fogine their 
verdit, who were fitteſt to be Captains in this skirmlſh ; 
aiter ſome conſultation had in this cauſe, they concluded, 
chat ſiace Clerophontes meant to ioyn battaile in his own 
perſon, that likewiſe be ſhould be Generall of the field, and 
Gwydonius who ſurpalſedall the reſt in martiall crplcits, 
ſhould be Lieutenant, and conduct the armie, which he no 
ſoner heard bat he was tozmented with inſpeakable grief, 
he began to pull downe his Peacockesfeathers,tahang dis 
wings. and crie creake: enerie man hoping to win lame 
was merrp, but he alone mourning: every man laughed 
and he alone lowzed : inſomuch that he was generally ſuſ⸗ 
pected to be a fearefull cowarde, and that dzead of danger 
dꝛaue him into theſe dolefull dumps. Bat as hep raſhlp 
conjectured the cauſe of his ſo;rowe, ſothep miſt the nature

BY that timeO-lanio had ended his Oꝛation, the armies 
met in a plame, within thirtie leagues of Alexandria, 
Where boch of them ozdering (as became god Taptains) 
their people,there began inthe bꝛeake of thc date the moſt 
craell md terrible battatie that earſt was beard of, confl- 
dering the number on both parts, their experience and polt- 
cie, with the valiant pzoweſſe ano courage of the captains. 
Thus continued they in fight, euen almoſt vatill Cacn, 
with marucilous laughter on both ſides, the vicozie pet 
donbtffall, till in the end the Alex2ndrians began to faint 
and flie, moze oppꝛeſſed with the exceſſe of the maltitude, 
than diſtreſled foꝛ want of manhod:fo; there weret wo and 
foztie thouſand flaine, but not one taken pziſoner, and of 
Clerophonces company eight and twenty thouſand flaine, 
and fire hundered moztallis wounded. This monſtrous 
maſſacre, and fearefull laughter, ſo amazed the minds of 
theſe two Captaines,that foz the better burping ofp dead, 
and healing of them which were hurt, they concluded a 
truce betwene them fo fiftene dates, in which time Orla⸗ 
nio ſent AmbaCadours to parle of peace with Clerophon⸗ 
tes, but in vaine: foz hee was reſolued either valiantly to 
die inthe field with glozie , oz to iniop the Dukedame of 
Alexandria with renowme. Yet as a pꝛe- 
lerring the ſecaritie of bis ſoalviers beſm the (afetie of 
dis owne perſon, he offered the combat, which Ocla- 
nio to auoyd the effuſion of willingly accepted.
